.'INTERCEPTED AT 
KEY WEST 


BY STATE PLANT BOARD IN- 


SPECTORS. 


On two occasions during the month 


of July inspectors of the quarantine 
department of the state plant board, 
stationed at Key West intercepted 
and prevented introduction into this 
state from Cuba of the dangerous in- 
.sect known as the black fly. This pest 
••Is said to be firmly established in 
-Cuba, the Bahama islands and other 
parts of the American tropics. It is a 
close relation of the common citrus 
wbitefly, which is such a source of 
worry, trouble and expense to the 
Florida growers. The black fly, how- 
ever, attacks more plants than does 
our common whitefly and its effects 
are much more serious. 
The Cuban 


government has for several 
years 


been attempting to eradicate the pest 
but so far its efforts have been un- 
successful. The best it has been able 
to accomplish is in some measure to 
reduce the damage due to the pest 
IR the infested areas and to retard its 
spreading somewhat. 


In commenting on the two recent 


interceptions at Key West of infected 
•material Plant Commissioner William 
Newell says: 
"On both occasions 


black fly larvae and eggs were found 
in the personal and lir-nd baggage of 
passengers from Havana. Cuba, the 
infestation being upon the foliage of 
Jimes. In both cases the limes had 
"been obtained by the passengers for 
their use while enroufe from Havana 
to points north 
Also in both cases 


the quantity of limes remaining upon 
arrival at Key West would probably 
nave been only sufficient to supply 
the passengers' requirements 
while 


-«nr6ute along the East Coast of Flor- 
ida to Jacksonville. Had the inter-j 
ception not been' made there is little j 
doubt 
the passengers 
would have 


thrown out of the car window at 
some point along the East Coast the 
lime twigs and leaves remaining after 
all of the limes had been consumed, 
thus possibly establishing black flly 
infestations at several points in the 
citrus growing sections of the Bast 
*Coast. It seems -these two intercep- 
tions are of special interest as ill- 
ustrating the necessity for close in- 
spection of hand baggage as well as 
all other mat; ,al arriving from fly- 
infested ports; also, as showing the 
possibility of black fly becoming es- 
tablished along the railroad lines of 
Florida leading from our principal 
ports of entry. 


"In this connection I might add 


that it is rather surprising to plant 
board officials that the black fly has 
not become established in Florida 
when one considers the many chan- 
nels of communication between the 
islands and the mainland. 


"Horticultural 
material 
infested 


with black fly has been intercepted on 
a number of occasions by our inspec- 
tors. These men are stationed at the 
several ports of entry of the state 
and closely scrutinize all plants and 
plant product shipments. In addition 
to this there are located at Key West 
and Port Tampa, the two principal 
ports of entry through which fruits 
and vegetables from Cuba are import- 
ed, completely equipped fumigating 
nouses, where all fruit and vegetables 
arriving from Cuba are treated by 
.means of hydrocyanic acid gas. 


"Notwithstanding all of the precau- 


tions which are being taken to pre- 
vent the entry of the black fly into 
Florida the chances of its gaining a 
foothold in the state are nevertheless 
great. Fruit growers are urged, there- 
fore, to report to the state plant board 
or experiment sta.tion at Gainesville 
any condition found in their plantings 
which they regard as suspicious. By 
so doing an inteetion of black fly may 
be discovered in its incipiency and 
prompt and vigorous me. 'ires taken 
to handle the situation."

MILLS COUNTY AND SCHOOL 


TAXES. 


New Smyrna property owners will 


pay a total of 24 mills for county 
taxes this year and 15 mills for school 
taxes, according to action taken by 
the county board of commissioners at 
their regular meeting held last week. 


The county millage of 24 is made 


up from levies for various funds as 
follows: 
For the general fund, 2% 


mills; 
for the fine and forfeiture 


fund, % 'mill; for road construction 
and maintenance, 6 mills; total 9 
mills. The millage levied in the New 
Smyrna special road and bridge dis- 
trict is 15. divided 10 mills for main- 
tenance and 5 mills for sinking fund. 
Total, 24 mills for county. 


The levy for general school pur- 


poses is 10 mills and 5 mills for the 
special school district bond funds. 


The total assessed valuations in the 


county were estimated for the pur- 
pose of placing the levy by the coun 
ty tax assessor, but the valuations in 
the various road and school districts 
have not yet been tabulated by the 
assessor. 


At this ir=eting Commissioner W 


E. Swoope . as authorized to adver- 
tise for bida ;or the clearing, grading 
and shelling of the road down the 
peninsula from Coronatlo to Eldora 
for five miles from Eldora north. This 
action was taken because it is evi- 
dent that with the small number of

he city hall, the charge was $7.00 and 
he work should have been done easily 
n thirty minutes by any able-bodied 
man. 


If others have had like experiences 
would like to hear trom them, and 


vith their help see if we must stand 
or such injustice.

THE COUNTY BOARD 


INFESTED MATERIAL HAS BEEN 


.'INTERCEPTED AT 
KEY WEST 


BY STATE PLANT BOARD IN- 


SPECTORS. 


On two occasions during the month 


of July inspectors of the quarantine 
department of the state plant board, 
stationed at Key West intercepted 
and prevented introduction into this 
state from Cuba of the dangerous in- 
.sect known as the black fly. This pest 
••Is said to be firmly established in 
-Cuba, the Bahama islands and other 
parts of the American tropics. It is a 
close relation of the common citrus 
wbitefly, which is such a source of 
worry, trouble and expense to the 
Florida growers. The black fly, how- 
ever, attacks more plants than does 
our common whitefly and its effects 
are much more serious. 
The Cuban 


government has for several 
years 


been attempting to eradicate the pest 
but so far its efforts have been un- 
successful. The best it has been able 
to accomplish is in some measure to 
reduce the damage due to the pest 
IR the infested areas and to retard its 
spreading somewhat. 


In commenting on the two recent 


interceptions at Key West of infected 
•material Plant Commissioner William 
Newell says: 
"On both occasions 


black fly larvae and eggs were found 
in the personal and lir-nd baggage of 
passengers from Havana. Cuba, the 
infestation being upon the foliage of 
Jimes. In both cases the limes had 
"been obtained by the passengers for 
their use while enroufe from Havana 
to points north 
Also in both cases 


the quantity of limes remaining upon 
arrival at Key West would probably 
nave been only sufficient to supply 
the passengers' requirements 
while 


-«nr6ute along the East Coast of Flor- 
ida to Jacksonville. Had the inter-j 
ception not been' made there is little j 
doubt 
the passengers 
would have 


thrown out of the car window at 
some point along the East Coast the 
lime twigs and leaves remaining after 
all of the limes had been consumed, 
thus possibly establishing black flly 
infestations at several points in the 
citrus growing sections of the Bast 
*Coast. It seems -these two intercep- 
tions are of special interest as ill- 
ustrating the necessity for close in- 
spection of hand baggage as well as 
all other mat; ,al arriving from fly- 
infested ports; also, as showing the 
possibility of black fly becoming es- 
tablished along the railroad lines of 
Florida leading from our principal 
ports of entry. 


"In this connection I might add 


that it is rather surprising to plant 
board officials that the black fly has 
not become established in Florida 
when one considers the many chan- 
nels of communication between the 
islands and the mainland. 


"Horticultural 
material 
infested 


with black fly has been intercepted on 
a number of occasions by our inspec- 
tors. These men are stationed at the 
several ports of entry of the state 
and closely scrutinize all plants and 
plant product shipments. In addition 
to this there are located at Key West 
and Port Tampa, the two principal 
ports of entry through which fruits 
and vegetables from Cuba are import- 
ed, completely equipped fumigating 
nouses, where all fruit and vegetables 
arriving from Cuba are treated by 
.means of hydrocyanic acid gas. 


"Notwithstanding all of the precau- 


tions which are being taken to pre- 
vent the entry of the black fly into 
Florida the chances of its gaining a 
foothold in the state are nevertheless 
great. Fruit growers are urged, there- 
fore, to report to the state plant board 
or experiment sta.tion at Gainesville 
any condition found in their plantings 
which they regard as suspicious. By 
so doing an inteetion of black fly may 
be discovered in its incipiency and 
prompt and vigorous me. 'ires taken 
to handle the situation."

MILLS COUNTY AND SCHOOL 


TAXES. 


New Smyrna property owners will 


pay a total of 24 mills for county 
taxes this year and 15 mills for school 
taxes, according to action taken by 
the county board of commissioners at 
their regular meeting held last week. 


The county millage of 24 is made 


up from levies for various funds as 
follows: 
For the general fund, 2% 


mills; 
for the fine and forfeiture 


fund, % 'mill; for road construction 
and maintenance, 6 mills; total 9 
mills. The millage levied in the New 
Smyrna special road and bridge dis- 
trict is 15. divided 10 mills for main- 
tenance and 5 mills for sinking fund. 
Total, 24 mills for county. 


The levy for general school pur- 


poses is 10 mills and 5 mills for the 
special school district bond funds. 


The total assessed valuations in the 


county were estimated for the pur- 
pose of placing the levy by the coun 
ty tax assessor, but the valuations in 
the various road and school districts 
have not yet been tabulated by the 
assessor. 


At this ir=eting Commissioner W 


E. Swoope . as authorized to adver- 
tise for bida ;or the clearing, grading 
and shelling of the road down the 
peninsula from Coronatlo to Eldora 
for five miles from Eldora north. This
